Honor 5 Ministers 


UNIATA College recognized the 

Christian ministry at its Com- 
mencement exercises on June 6 by 
conferring honorary degrees on five 
distinguished ministers. 


The clergymen, representing three 
denominations — Church of the 
Brethren, Methodist, and Evangeli- 
cal and Reformed—received Doctor 
of Divinity degrees from President 
Calvert N. Ellis at the close of the 
college’s 79th year. The recipients 
were: 


The Rev. Robert R. Croyle, ’31, 
pastor of the ‘Trinity Methodist 
Church, Clearfield, Pa. 


The Rev. John D. Ellis, ’28, pas- 
tor of the Moxham Church of the 
Brethren, Johnstown, Pa. 


‘The Rev. Thomas D. Garner, ’39, 
pastor of St. John’s Evangelical and 
Reformed Church, Nazareth, Pa. 


The Rev. Luther H. Harshbarger, 
University Chaplain and _ co-ordi- 
nator of religious affairs, the Penn- 
sylvania State University, Univer- 
sity, Park, Pa. (an ordained Church 
of the Brethren minister). 


The Rev. ‘Thomas J. Hopkins, ’37, 
pastor of the Methodist Church, 
Bloomsburg, Pa. 


Each of the five ministers was 
honored for “his outstanding con- 
tribution to the profession of the 
Christian ministry,” according to Dr. 
Ellis. “Through the years Juniata 
College has sent many of its gradu- 
ates into the ministry of various de- 
nominations,” the president explain- 
ed. “Hence, it is appropriate that 
the college should honor these men 
as it continues the custom of recog- 


nizing one of the professions at each’ 


Commencement.” 
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Another minister, Dr. Clarence 
W. Cranford of Calvary Baptist 
Church, Washington, D. C., present- 
ed the Commencement address as 
the college closed with an emphasis 
on religion. 

President Ellis conferred bache- 
lor’s degrees on 40 women and 38 
men. This marked the first time in 
the past decade that more women 
than men were graduated in the 
same class. Of the total 78 seniors, 
26 were awarded bachelor of arts 
and 52 bachelor of science degrees. 


Six With Honors 


S& of the seniors were graduated 

with honors. Heading the class 
were Margaret A. Hershey, Lititz, 
Pa., (French) and Joyce E. Rinehart, 
Westminster, Md., (English), whose 
degrees were conferred summa cum 
laude. 


Other top scholars were: John H. 
Martin, Jr., Huntingdon, (physics) 
and J. Paul Wingert, Jr., Altoona, 
(biology) who both were graduated 
magna cum laude. Two others re- 
ceived diplomas cum laude: L. Lee 
Englehart, Lewistown, Pa., (French), 
and J. Scott Hommer, jae, D'yrone, 


(biology).

Janet P. Claycomb of Johnstown 
was the only senior to win more than 
one prize. She was a co-recipient of 
the Justina Marstellar Langdon 
prize of $50 which was shared by 
Rainy Belle Linn of Washington, 
Pa. And Miss Claycomb also won 
the Women’s Work Council prize of 
$25 presented by the Middle District 
of Pennsylvania Church of the 
Brethren. 

Another new Ward prize went to 
L. Lee Englehart, Lewistown, who 
won $50 for an outstanding gradu- 
ating student regardless of major.

| Pay ADDITION to providing 
money for two new awards at 
Commencement this year, the Ward 
Trucking Corp. of Altoona also sent 


the College a check for $1,000—$500 


for a scholarship and $500 for de- 
partment use. 

In providing this money for Juni- 
ata, William W. Ward, president of 
the trucking firm, explained that the 
corporation “has adopted a policy of 
making grants to local area colleges 
in order to further higher educa- 
tional opportunities of young men 
and women.” 


The $500 scholarship will be 
awarded to a “deserving” business 
administration student upon com- 
pletion of his junior year, according 
to President Ellis. The other $500 
may be used to purchase additional 
equipment for the department of 
economics and business admiunistra- 
tion “or in such manner as the board 
of trustees may designate.” 


Commencement prizes were based 
on scholarship, participation in col- 
lege activities and all-around ability, 
according to Ward’s recommenda- 
tion.

Dedicate Dorm 


UNIATA’s new residence hall for 

men was described Alumni Day by 
the administrator of the Govern- 
ment’s Housing and Home Finance 
Agency as “a good example of the 
kind of projects” that the present 
administration “would like to push.” 


Albert M. Cole, head of the 
agency, pointed out in the dedica- 
tion ceremonies that “housing reve- 
nues will have paid for this building 
by 1991 without any cost whatever 
to the taxpayer.” 


‘The Housing and Home Finance 
Agency provided a loan of $400,000 
to assist Juniata College in the con- 
struction of the building. 


Mr. Cole explained that he and 
Congressman Richard M. Simpson 
had supported legislation in Con- 
gress so that the Federal Govern- 
ment “could bring urgently needed 
college housing into being through 
businesslike loans on reasonable 
terms that would enable the housing 
to be self-liquidating.” 


He went on to say that “we felt 
that such a program could operate 
without invading for a moment on 
the proper business of the college 
and without the independent col- 
lege becoming in any sense depen- 
dent on the Federal Government.” 


Mr. Cole, who was introduced by 
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Congressman Simpson, went on to 
state that he believed one of the 
basic strengths of America is in the 
independent private colleges of the 
country. 


He complimented President Cal- 
vert N. Ellis as a “progressive con- 
servative whose wisdom is called on 
by the Government and educational 
associations whenever policies of im- 
portance to higher education are 
being discussed.” 


Then he quoted President Ellis 
from a 1951 report to the board of 
trustees: “There never was a time 
when there was a greater need for 
Christian higher education. The 
values of our American heritage are 
nourished in the small church-re- 
lated colleges where youth are 
taught that success depends on their 
efforts 1n cooperation with the ef- 
forts of others in the plan of a 
Heavenly Father.” 


Mr. Cole concluded by stating that 
the quotation “is as appropriate as 
ever today.” 


Certificates of appreciation were 
presented by Henry B. Gibbel, chair- 
man of the board of trustees, to J. 
Alfred Hamme, architect, and John 
C. Yenter, contractor. In addition, 
President Calvert N. Ellis acknowl- 
edged the efforts of those who aided 
in financing and constructing the 
building.

June Fashions...Academic Style

Ghee seeing the first academic 

gown in spring, we are convinc- 
ed that neither Jacques Fath nor 
Christian Dior would consider such 
apparel fashionable. Yet, such cos- 
tuming is the fashion at Commence- 
ment time and remains so because of 
its link with the 
great universi- 
ties of the Mid- 
die Ages. What 
is the historical 
background for 
the cap and 
gown? 


It all began 
in those guilds 
called “universi- 
tates.”” They 
were strange 
places eight 
hundred years 
ago. For exam- 
ple, one medi- 
eval statute recklessly asserted that 
“a professor may not be absent with- 
out leave, and if he desires to leave 
town he has to make a deposit to 
insure his return.” The first univer- 
sities were guilds of Masters of Arts, 
the oldest like Salerno, Bologna and 
Paris dating from the 12th century. 
Oxford grew from a migration of 
discontented Parisian students 
around 1167—probably as the result 
of a squabble over the prices charged 
for books and lodging. Times have- 
n’t changed. 





The development of these univer- 
sities was slow and diverse. As learn- 
ed corporations they sought, and 
generally obtained, a special status 
in society. ‘Thus was born the town- 
gown distinction. But this eminence, 
further emphasized by the fact that 
most students were also clerics, did 
not seem to limit the activities of 
the scholars. Certainly the students 
were not all of one cut despite the 
attempt to make them appear so for 
ceremonies by insisting upon uni- 
form clothing. One student in im- 
portuning his parents suggested that 
the demands of medieval college life 
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were many and that Apollo would 
grow cold if he could not provide 
for things “which he could not spe- 
cify.” The father retorted, incident- 
ally, that he could not oblige as he 
had discovered that his son was 
strumming a guitar while others 
were at their studies. Of course, 
there were some serious students 
then as perhaps also now, the kind 
who “ponders his lectures at meal- 
time and even reviews and argues 
in his sleep.” 


Levels of Attainment 


In order to mark the levels of at- 
tainment among these students aca- 
demically, degrees were used — for 
the same reasons that medievalists 
distinguished between apprentice 
and master in any guild. Historic- 
ally the first was the Master of 
Arts who, by receiving a degree, was 
permitted by his superiors to begin 
teaching: whence the term “Com- 
mencement” for that ceremony held 
at the end of the academic year. 
The Bachelor seems to have been a 
broad term for assistant and in col- 
lege circles applied to an appren- 


‘tice, the green scholar. It is less well 


established as to where and when 
the Doctor first appeared. Some au- 
thorities quote the 1184 Oxford 
document entitled “Doctors of the 
different faculties.” Presumably the 
title meant those with the highest 
learning. Examinations to obtain 
such degrees were public and oral. 
We have retained merely a pleasant 
reminder of that ordeal in the senior 


~ comprehensive. 


It was only a matter of time be- 
fore a degree and distinctive dress 
were combined in the medieval aca- 
demic exercises. That dress was in 
keeping with the clothing of those 
days, for in the Middle Ages the 
gown was acceptable accoutrement. 
The more adornment, the finer the 
material, the greater the rank and 
wealth. Evidently the faculties of 
those days sought to impress people, 
not only by their wisdom, but also 
by their richly colored silks. The 
gown as a popular garment remain- 


ed in vogue until the 16th century, 
at which time men were degraded by 
knee-britches, Along with the gown 
the scholar wore a cloak like a top- 
coat. It had a cowl-like apparatus 
dangling from the back called a 
hood and used for protection, even 
for warmth in the classroom, one 
problem we do not face in Students’ 
Hall. This hood was later detached 
and intriguingly referred to as a 
“chaperon,” a sort of pointed bag, as 
one author described it, with an 
oval opening for the face and a long 
point to add to its impressiveness. 
Still later it was slung over the 


shoulder with careful casualness; 


some authorities assert that teach- 
ers used it to carry books before the 
Harvard bag was invented. Mean- 
while academicians adopted a cap as 
headdress, one with a close-fitting 
crown and a stuffed roll on top. This 
version yielded to the mortarboard, 
a style couturiers find irresistible. 


Insistence On Tradition 


What seems to have happened, 
then, was that faculties held on to 
this medieval dress for formal occa- 
sions while others converted; and it 


is from this valiant insistence upon 


tradition, especially in tradition- 
bound England, that the academic 
costuming we know derives. Oxford 
in particular held fast to the rules, 
proscribing “indecent, unhonest, dis- 
solute and secular apparel such as 
trunkhose, puffed sleeves, and point- 
ed shoes.” In the 16th century Ox- 
ford clamped down on colored 
gowns and insisted upon black silk 
or worsted, so determined was the 
“administration” to eliminate the 
brighter hues of medieval times. 
Some intelligent Europeans resisted 
this change as well as the adoption 
of the square mortarboard which 
then had a tuft on top, to be re- 
placed in the 18th century by the 
tassel. 


In this country the archaic insti- 
tutions like King’s College (Colum- 
bia), the University of Pennsylvania 
and Yale carried on these English 
practices. ‘Then for reasons which we 
are sure some people cannot fully 
appreciate the students in the early 
1890’s insisted upon adding costum- 
ing to all college commencements. 
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A commission was established in 
1895 to investigate the matter, and 
it dutifully set up a code by which 
some 90% of American colleges and 
universities still abide. 

Basically there are three types of 
both gowns and hoods. The Doc- 
tor’s gown has the full, open sleeve 
with three velvet bars; his hood has 
a five-inch border and is four feet 
long. The Master’s gown is less full 
naturally and is made with a long, 
closed sleeve with an arc of a circle 
appearing at the bottom and with a 
slit for the arm, a design necessi- 
tating the wear- 
er to pefspire in 
his suit coat as 
well. His hood 
border is three 
inches wide and 
three and a half 
feet long. The 
Bachelor can 
hide his spa- 
ghetti stained 
shirt by hook- 
ing the front of 
his gown, the 
sleeves of which 
fall to a point. 

fer His hood border 
is two inches wide and a mere three 
feet in length. The hood is the most 
distinctive feature of the American 
code. The color of the trim indicates 
the department from which the de- 
gree was obtained; the lining re- 
veals. the college which granted the 
degree. Historical association has 
miraculously survived so that the 
color has significance as, for ex- 
ample, in the russet-brown of for- 
estry, a tribute to the old English 
forest warden. 

Academic costuming is thus a con- 
stant reminder that we live in the 
shadow of the great medieval uni- 
versities, an entirely appropriate re- 





minder of the debt which western ° 


civilization owes to this institutional 
achievement. But lest we end on too 
sombre a note, it is well to recog- 
nize that we have made some sort 
of “progress,” if only because we 
have struck from the medieval col- 
lege regulations the stipulations 
which prohibited the student to pos- 
sess a knife of a length sufficient to 
dispatch a professor!

a THE AREAS devastated by 
blight come idealists like Rev. 
Raymond Day to reshape lives.” 
Around this sentence, Life maga- 
zine wove a dramatic story about the 
work of Ray Day ’45 in the slums of 
Chicago. Its article was entitled “An 
Encroaching Menace” and was con- 
cerned primarily with the slum 
growth in Chicago as “the nation’s 
most dramatic case of municipal 
decay.” 


The story told how Ray’s mission 
field covers just 20 blocks, but in this 
area live 30,000 Negroes .. . “and 
here misery flourishes.” Photographs 
showed Ray seeking funds, clothes 
and furniture for his mission work 
and also showed him urging a clean- 
up campaign. 

According to Life, the Rev. Mr.

Day, a Presbyterian minister, be- 
lieves “the hope of his slum areas 
lies in its children.”

Hopeful 
sociologists think the Negro may do 
it in four. 


So Ray Day focuses on the chil- 
dren who may yet “learn how to 
live.” He heads a struggling com- 
munity center, where kids can get 
off the streets. He finds clothes and 
even furniture for them. His efforts 
are often rebuffed by those he is 
trying to help, but they are a start. 


“I’m not easily discouraged” says 
Ray Day.

OMINATION of Dr. John C. 

Baker ‘17, president of Ohio 
University and a trustee of Juniata 
College to be permanent U. S. repre- 
sentative on the Economic and Social 
Council of the United Nations has 
been announced by President Eisen- 
hower. 


The prominent Ohio educator is 
considered an expert on foreign 
trade. He was for a number of years 
a member of the research staff and 
an instructor in foreign trade and 
finance in the Harvard Graduate 
School of Business Administration. 
He was assistant dean from 1928 to 
1936. 


In 1936, Dr. Baker became asso- 
ciate director of research and he 
served as professor of business ad- 
ministration from 1940 to 1945. 


He was acting dean of Harvard 
University 1940-41 and associate 
dean from 1941-45. In 1945, Dr. 
Baker became the 14th president of 
Ohio University. 


Dr. Baker holds a bachelor of arts 
and an honorary doctorate from 
Juniata. He also holds degrees from 
Harvard and Marietta College.

A Winning Year 


UNIATA has completed another 
“winning” year in its intercollegi- 
ate sports program in spite of finish- 
ing under the .500 mark in spring 
competition. Year-end totals show 
that six Indian teams won 35, lost 30. 
Coach Bob Hicks’ football team 
topped all sports by recording eight 
straight victories and extending the 
Tribe’s winning streak to 15—third 
longest in the nation. 


‘The baseball team, also coached 
by Hicks, set the pace for four spring 
teams with an 8-7 record. Both golf 
and tennis teams finished with 4-4 
marks, but the track team’s failure 
to win in five meets resulted in an 
overall mark of .444 with 16 vic- 
tories, 20 defeats for the spring 
events. 

Dr. Arnold Greene’s basketball 
team topped .500 with 11 triumphs 
in 21 games. 


‘Top performer in the spring pro- 
gram was Gene Rothenberger, se- 
nior trackman from Boyertown, Pa.

SOUTHPAW sophomore from 

Souderton, Pa., Ferrill Alderfer, 
captured the Juniata baseball team 
batting title this season with a .442 
average. 


Alderfer, a combination pitcher 
and outfielder, slammed 19 hits—in- 
cluding two home runs, a triple and 
two doubles — and accounted for 18 
RBI’s in his 12 games. He also was 
the “workhorse” of the pitching staff 
with a 4-4 record. 

Although Alderfer topped the av- 
erages, Barry Drexler, junior center- 
fielder from Pittsburgh won his share 
of batting honors.

Another new mark was set when 
the average contribution soared to 
a high of $58.08. This surpassed the 
record of $56.95 established in 1950- 
51 when Juniata College ranked 
eighth in the nation on the “average 
gift” honor roll.

Mrs. C. M. Lotspeich 


Death came suddenly to Mrs. C. M. 
Lotspeich, retired founder of the Lotspeich 
School, one morning when she was addres- 
sing students at Hillsdale School. The wide- 
ly known educator was engaged in one of 
her favorite pursuits, counseling young 
people. 

Mrs. Lotspeich was an instructor at Juni- 
ata College from 1902-07. A student in those 
days, Mr. A. Brown Miller, has this to say 
about her influence at the College. “As I 
remember those days she exerted an influ- 
ence on every phase of the life of the col- 
lege far in advance of her years. Although 
but a girl, her council in the faculty was 
highly respected and in student organiza- 
tions it was frequently sought. She had the 
faculty of taking us as green country young 
people of unknown 1.Q. and arousing our 
interest in music, art, and literature as 
she gathered us about her in those informal 
Sunday afternoon groups in the college 
chapel. To us she represented the true 
embodiment of the spiritual, intellectual, 
and physical in an individual. 

“While she was near to many of us in 
age and so wholesomely entered into our 
recreational activities she lost none of her 
true dignity and commanded our greatest 
respect. Her scholarship was unquestioned 
but was never emphasized in her work as 
she led all her students to love the German 
literature. 

“As I met her at intervals since those 
days, in the little school in her own back 
yard or as a leader in Parent Teachers work 
for the state or a supporter of Senator Taft 
for reelection, she was still the modest, un- 
pretentious friend of those earlier days at 
Juniata. She was always one with clearcut 
goals for accomplishment but with consid- 
eration and respect for those who did not 
share so completely her objectives.” 

Mrs. Lotspeich was a daughter of the 
late Henry Gibbons, professor of Latin lit- 
erature at the University of Pennsylvania, 
and was educated in public and private 
schools, the University of Cincinnati and 
the University of Leipzig, Germany. During 
her life she was a member of many im- 
portant educational organizations and com- 
mittees.
